The committee having returned, accompanied by the Governor, His 
Excellency delivered the following message : 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE, 


Fellow citizens of the Legislative Assembly: 


In the absence of the Executive, I have the hoñar to respond to your 
csli; not, however, under the same cireumstanted a3 when, tree years.ago, 
this duty devolved upon me—with an Indian war in our midst-athe 
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country wasted and desolate—and the people gathered together .in: forts 
and block-houses—but now with a bright and cheering prospect before-ns. 

I congratulate you, fellow citizens, on the present aspect of ‘affairs. 
Our Territory, so long ignored, and even geographically known to but.com- 
paratively a few, has emerged from its unmerited obscurity, and at once 
sprung into importance. The brilliant reports of gold on Frasers and 
Thompson’s rivers have had their natural effect upon the popular mind, 
and thousands have flocked-to the new El Dorado of the north. Ships 
from the cities of the Atlantic sea-board, and from various, other parts 
of the globe, are advertised, as direct for this portion of the world, and 
heavy overland ecmigrations, in the ensuing spring, are credibly reported. 
In this great influx of population, it may reasonably be expected many 
will find a new home within our Territory. 

From. the exaggerated reports that were first circolated, thonsands 
at once rashed to the new fields of fortune—ignorant of the nature of 
the country, its rivers, and its climate, —and, many of them, of the nature 
of the occupation they had entered upon. Consequent upon this undae 
excitement, was a reaction, and many have returned discouraged, in pro- 
portion as they had been previonsly elated. .+Gold, however, is there. 
From the conflicting nature of the reports, it is difficult to say in what 
quantities or how acczssible. The best information I have been able 
to obtain, leads me to believe that good wages can be made,—and this is 
confirmed by the fact that several thousand miners have remained there, 
with the intention of spending the winter in that region. 

In reference to the restrictions-imposed upon the free navigation 
of Frasers river, the introduction of merchandize into the interior, and 
the general rights of American citizens in that quarter, I have to state that 
the general government have sent out as Special Agent, the Hon. John’ 
Nugent, by whom these and all other grievances of our citizens will be 
investigated, and referred to the proper Department,—and we can rest 
assured that so important a matter will meet with the attention which 
it deserves, and. the international intercourse be placed upon such a basis 
as to prevent all forther annoyance. 

In this connection, I will call your attention tothe ‘eae of anew 
port of entry, at some point to the north, near the boundary line. Fort 
Langley, near the mouth of Fraser’s River, has been selected as the seat 
of Government for British Columbia, and is to be made a port of entry. 
As a matter of facility and convenience to American commerce and nayi- 
gation, it is expedient that there should be some point near the. British. 


possessions where vessels could effeet a clearance without being necessarily 
H-1 ; 
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compelled to go out of their way tothe present Custom House at Port 
Townsend. I saggest this as s subject for memoriat, 

Tir the interest that is being manifestet in the mines to the north of 
our boundary line, the resources within our own limits should not be 
neglécted, Mining has already been carried on successfully in the neigh- 
horhooil of Fort Colville, and gold is known to exist ox the Yakima 
and all its branches. The Indians reduced to peace and subjection, and the 
country thoroughly prospected, it is not hazarding’ too much to say, that 
we anticipate the development of mines which will equal in richness those 
of the British Possessions. 

Consequent upon the gold excitement, miners began to pass through 
the interior section of the Territory on their way to the mines. This, as 
in 1855, became the occasion for Indien robberies and morders. Col. 
Steptoe advanced into their country, and was utterly ronted. Active 
and vigorous measures were at once taken by Gen. Clarke, Commanding 
General of the United ‘States Army for the Pacific coast, and ample. 
forces, under the command of Col. Wright and Maj. Garnett, were sent 
into the field, After a series of brilliant and successful engagements, 
the Indiang were completely routed, and reduced to submission—their 
property destroyed, and hostages given for their future good behavior, 
Peace has been established. It may, however, be doubted whether a 
permanent peace, such as shall, for time to come, render the life of a 
white man sacred, can be effected without either a winter campaign, or 
the movement of troops at all seasons of the year, through their country, 

` and the establishment of permanent posts in their midst—in order that 

the savage foe may learn in winter, as well às in summer, the power of 
the military arm—qnd not to trast to the inclemency of the season to 
bafle its efforts, but be rendered subject to the authorities placed over 
him, and maintained in a condition in which he can do no harm. - 

The organization of the Department of Oregon, I conceive to be 
one of the most important measures that has been adopted, for our wel. 
fare. he force and the Commander, being in one midst, fornish from 
their very presence, additional protection,—and, in case of difficulty, the 
blow can be struck at once, without the former delay of transporting 
‘troops and munitions of war "from San Francisco, Moreover, it will faor- 
nish an incentive to the settlement of the interior—the various posts for. 
nishing a market for the forage and subsistence that may be raised. And 
it is hardly necessary to state that, by the gallant and distinguished 
officer who has been assigned to the command of this Department, we 
may feel assured every step will be taken, with his usual prompiness, 

al, and energy, to render the country safe, and to effect an actually 
permanent peace, 
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The project of connecting the waters of the Atlantic and Pacifie by 
the rail is every day assuming new and additional importance. Governor 
Stevens, in his Message to the fourth session of the Legislative Assembly; 
` saye: "The question of 4 Pacific Railroad is not simply one of domestic 
intercommunication, and of strengthening the fraternal bonds, which unite 
us asa people, it is a question of a struggle for the commerce of. the 
world, Over the rail must.not only pass from Asia to Europe, and back 
again, costly aad perishable articles, 1 bat on this route the great bulk of 
Asiatic supplies for the teeming region of the north-west, where the 
Territory of to-day is the populous state of to-morrow,” where the wave 
of population has nearly reached the Red River of the North, and is rap- 
idly moving westward. ‘The Indian War over in í this Territory, the reflex 
tide of emigration setting eastward fromthe Pacific, will, in a single year, 
pass over our interior plains from the. Walla-waila to the Spokane, ocen: 
pying the Yakima, and our miners will be found thence to the 49th 
parallel.” Every day tends more strongly to confirm the necessity of this 
communication, The whole American people now feel déeply the want 
of some sure and safe, some speedy and effective means of bringing the 
extreme sea-board frontier of our country into that close connection, 
between themselves and the interior, which can only be afforded in its 
desired completeness by a Railroad-connecting the two Oceans, Wash- 
ington Territory, with its rivers, and its harbors, holds, as it were, the 
key to the commeree of the Pacific; and when once å direct communi- 
cation is opened from the eastern side of the continent, it will receive that ` 
aid both in capital and emigration, which will bring it at once into 
importance, and cause its influence to be felt throughout the western 
ocean. ‘This is a matter of great moment, and ond which it behooves the 
people of the United States closely to look to. The formation of the 
Colony of British Columbia, the emigration thither, the establishment of 
naval depots, and the location of troops, the surveys of the conntry of 
the Red River and the Saskatchewan, are all significant facts—and by 
delay we may, in this amicable contest, find that we are left in the-rear, 
aud the golden prize has fallen into the hands of our neighbors of the 
North. 

' As, in a measure, a- precursor to a Railroad, I beg leave, espedialiy, 


to cull your attention tothe Military Road from Fort Walla-walla to 
Fort Benton, Passing as it does, for five hundred miles, through the 
Territory of Washington, it crosses. many fertile valleys, ‘and: locations, 
offering inducements to settlement—and. is the nearest, most direct, ‘and 
practicable’ route on the northern line to the “Mississippi. Looking, as 

We do, for a heayy` emigration by this Jing” to the gold mines 3 during. tlie ' 
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next year, s good road from Fort Benton to Walla-walla will materially 
facilitate its progress, and also tend to develop the interior of the Territory. 
The Engineer in charge, Lt. Mullan, entered upon the construction of 
this road last spring, but wes compelled to suspend his operations, on 
account of the Indian War. His work will be resumed again as soon 
as the season will permit. In his opinion an additional appropriation 
of $50,000 would complete the road, and I recommend the passage of 
a memorial to Congress esking for that amonnt. 

OF equal importance is it, that. there should be roads from Fort Col- 
ville to Walla-walla or the Dalles—and also acrass the Cascade Moun- 
tains to some point on Paget Sound, Fort Colville, situated as it is, in 
the centre of a rich and fertile valley, already the nucleus of a considera- 
ble settlement, is the general rendezvous of the Indians residing north 
of the 43th parallel, and is in the direct route of miners, moving from the 
east, the south, and by lend from Puget Sound cp the west—and ifs 
proximity to the boundary line, and to the mining regions of the Pen 
@ Oreille, the Wenatchapam, end the Yakima, all call for its being the 
site of o military post, and being thus more closely connected with the 
Bettled portions of the Territory. 

In addition to these, I will call your attention tọ the necessity of 
military reads from Olympia vie Grey’s Harbor and Shoalwater Bay to 
Astoria—from Olympia to Fort Townsend—and from Fort Townsend 

to New Danginzess, 

The subject of the Indian Treaties, so long contracted and still un- 
confirmed, is worthy of your most serious attention. Since the influx of 
population, occasioncd”by the newly discovered gold mines, several mur- 
ders have been committct on Paget Sound, and though in some instances 
the offizers of the Indian Department have succeeded in arresting the 
‘criminals, soveral still remain at large. The executive power of the agents 
îs weakencd, as they cannot compel the Indians to remain upon reserva- 
tions which have not been guaranteed to them, and the Indians themselves 
are dissatisfied from not having received the remuneration promised them. 
Sheer justice to the Indian, end the better security of the lives and pro- 
perty of the citizens, demand the specdy confirmation of these Treaties. 

In coansction with thess Treaties I will call yonr.attention to the 
absolute necessity of a seperate Indian Superintendent for the Territory 
of Washington. The extent of Territory, the number of Indians, (some 
twenty-five thousand,) and the amount of business to be transacted, ren. 
‘der it imperative that this office shonld be created. It must be borne in 
mind thatthe faster settlements progress, and the more rapidly citizens 
advance upon Iands over which the Indian has been accustomed to rove, 
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the more fntticate- and laborious ee the finbies of the poesia = that 
Departinent. -i x ;

Tn reference to the Hadson Bay Company and the Paget S Soinii Agri: 
cultural Company, I beg-teave’ to refer Ío the messages delivered’ ‘to the 
previous Legislative Assemblies, Already’ Haye the British, government 
taker from théir control lárge portions of their’ territories, such‘as afford 
inducements to the settler and the miner; manifesting by - -tig act; that 
they were an obstacle to social progress; and every reason demands the 
temoval-of this incubus from our midst, casting, as it does, a shadow over 
the title to some ofthe finest portions of our Territory. From the recent 
developments in their own House of Commons, their exaggerateil claims 
have-becomé still more’vagué and ‘uncertain. ‘The strong desire mani- 
fested by the citizens of Canada to have their pretended rights: and boun- 
daries defined, and to throw open a portion of their Territoriey to the 
advancing settlements, render it nothing’ more than teasonable- that we, 
having no affinities with such monopolists, but in all our business relations 
diametrically opposed tp them, should earnestly demand their F speedy ex- 
tinction within our Territory. - ; tree 


Our war debt, în which every ‘citizen’ is interested, ‘either “i in te 
own behalf, or as a matter of justice to” his neighbor, still remains uni- 
adjusted. The money expended—the material “fariished—the" services 
rendered—all } remain unliquidated. Many obstacles have been placed i in 
its way,—malice has vented its spleen—-selfsufficiency and egotism, have. 
given their deliberate ¢ opinion, and detraction has done, its utmost. Yet, 
there stands the record, confirmed by the blood of our murdered’ citizens, 
by ruined houses and devastated farms, and by solitary block-houses dot- 
ting the country west of ‘the Cascades. _ By. that record, we can proudly 
stand. “ A commission Was appointed to investigate these claims, con“ 
sisting of two army officersand a civilian,—and by them the accounts 
were audited, with scatcely an alteration. The whole matter was } ‘referred 
to Congress, and hy it to’ one of the most} prominent, ‘members of the 
Military Committee, to be Jnvéstigated’ daring’. the recess, and we may exs 
peat a report c daring the presents session.

You are aware that there is no legislative enactment authorizing the 
execative fo offer rewards for prisoners s esdaptog from, confinement, Cases 
have occurred and may hereafter occur, in which to meet the strict ends 
of justice, it would be of advantage that a reward should -be offered for 
the reclamation of the fugitive. In order, therefore, to render the decrees 
of our ‘Conrts more certain and decisive, and to prevent the ends of jus- 
tice. from heing défeated, I would recommend the -passage of a law 
investing the Governor of the Territory with some Cepia power 
in- this matter, i r 

_ Of the amounts  gpprepriated by Congress for the erection of a 
Capitol, and a Penitentiary, none has as yet been expended. The act of 
the, Legislative Assembly locating the Capitol, requited that the title to 
the site for the same should be approved by the Attorney General of the 
United States, before any of the money should be applied to the erection 
of the building or the improvement of the site. The title deeds.to the 
ground have been submitted to the Attorney General, but from a mistake 
in not sending on copies of the whole record, (not knowing what would 
be required,) they have not been approved. The necessary papers have 
been transmitted, the defect supplied, and we may expect a definite 
opinion in due course of mail. Of the state of the title to the site for the 
Penitentiary, I am not advised. 


One of the most material elements of wealth ayithin our Territory, is 
its rich coal fields. Those of Bellingham Bay are the only, ones which 
have been worked, to any extent, and their resources have been recently 
more fully developed, a.shaft has been sunk to the depth of five hundred 
feet, and coal bearing a fair comparison with the. hest English coals 
procured. The thickness of the vein is twenty-five feet, and the quality 
semi-bituminous. The analysis of the Superintendenf gives— 
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ni order more folly to develop this ‘great interest, and: as a matter 
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6fGonvéntence to suck of-our steam’ vessels of war os: may cruise in 
these waters, I will suggest as a subject of memorial, ‘the establishment 
by the United.

4g still in operation, but as to #Hs-ptogress “or results, I have no infors 
mation. The commission on-the part-of Great- Britain has arrived, and 
the two are:at present jointly engaged in: the’undertaking. ‘In view of 
the constitution of the Colony of British Columbia, and the ‘probability 
of its receiving. t rapid increase of. population, it is material to the 
welfare, of this Territory, in order to avoid all possible dispntes as to-ju- 
risdiction, that - this boundary line. should be surveyed and. Soares, to 
the Rocky: mountains. 

In this connection, I will call your attention to the. line oon 
Oregon and “Washington, and in the event of the probable admission. -of 
Oregon into the Union as a State, suggest the expediency ‘of having that 
surveyed -and marked. This line has already been estimated. forby. the 
Surveyor-General, in his annual report, to be nsed-as a base dine ‘for 
the farther progress of the land surveys east of the Cascades: -

Commissioner of the General Land Office, setting forth the‘ fhets in the 
case, and specifying the land to which the parties are entitled... And the 
said Surveyor General shall return the proof so taken tothe office.of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, and if the said’ Commissioner 
shall find no valid objection thereto, patents shall issue for the land 
according to the certificates aforesaid, apon the surrender : thereof” It 
will Ba seen by the wording of the statate that the law readers it optional 
with the claimant whether he will make final proof or nofi—the words 
being, “at eny time after the expiration of font years,” &e. . In order to 
avoid: confusion in the issuing of patents, and to prevent any’ conflict in 
the houndary lines maden them, it becomes necessary, as I ant informed, 
not only for each bat for all claimants under this law in a¢ertain town- 
ship, in order to secure their patents, to have their claims surveyed, and 
go connécted with the Govyuriimdnt. survays, that the Land “Office can 
obtain an decorated description of the samo and take proper action 
thereupon. The failure of one to take this step may delay all in that 
township. In a matter of so much moment to the future. welfare of the 
Territory, I suggest for your consideration the propriety of asking for an 
amendment to the law, making it compulsory upon the claimant, within & 
reasonable period, to have his claim regularly enue ma & x plot of the 
same returned to the proper office. 
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In this connection I will add that jast complaints have. been made. 
against the orders issued by the Military anthorities in 1857, prohibiting 
settlement in that portion of the Territory east of the Castade Mountains, 
as an infringement of the rights and privileges guaranteed by the Dona- 
tion Law. This order, I am informed, has been practically rescinded. 
"Congress, at its last session, extended the land surveys over that section 
of the Territory. Estimates have been made for the same, and as soon 
as appropriations are made, and the state of the country will permit, the 

work will be put under contract. 


The extended nature of our settlements, from the 49th parallel on 
the north to the Columbia on the south, and from the Pacific on the west. 
to the Rocky Mountains on the east, demand the creation of several new- 
laid offices. There should be at least tlree ‘additional Land Districts 
organized,—oue for the lower part of Puget Sound; one for the Columbia 
river; and, in view of the surveys of the interior; one for that section of 
` the Territory., Your attention is especially called to this matter. 

The 4th section of the Act of July 17th, 1854, (amendatory to the 
Donation Act,) provides that, “there shall be reserved to each of the 
Territories of Washington and Oregon two-townships of land, of thirty- 
six sections each, to be selected in legal subdivisions for University pur- 
poses, under the direction of the Legislatures of said Territories respect- 
ively.” 

By the Act ef the Legislative Assembly, passed January Bist, 1855, 
the Superintendents. of Common Schools of the various Counties were 
constituted a Board of Commissioners to select and locate these lands. 
They have not yet, as Iam informed, taken any action on the subject. 
In a matter of so great moment to our edacational welfare, and in view of 
the rapidity with which the better lands have been taken up, ‘and proba- 
bly will continue to be during the “coming year, I recommend some 
speedy action on your part to enable the Territory to avail itself of this 
munificent provision.

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keeping them in good order, a smal? indebtedness has been incurred by 
tha Quarter-master General, as will appear by “his report,—for the pey- 
ment of which, I recommend that au appropriation be made. 

Since the last annual Message, four light-houses have been completed, 
and are now in full operation,—one at Cape Flattery—one at New 
Dunginess—one at Shoalwater Bay—and one on Smith’s Island, in the 
Straits of Fuca. There is an appropriation for one at Red Bluff, on 
Whitby’s Island, which will be erected in the coming spring. In addition 
to these, the increasing settlement in the valley of the Iower Chehalis 
demands that a light should be erected at Grey’s Harbor, and that the 
channel and bar should be surveyed and buoyed out. It would also mate” 
rially facilitate the navigation of the upper part of the Sound to have a 
light, either upon Sandy Point or the northern end of Vashon’s Island. 
F call your attention to these as a subject for memorial. 

Fellow citizens—we are now entering upon the sixth annual session | 
of the Legislative Assembly. Since your first meeting, many and grave 
changes have taken place,—many for our welfare—a few, bat important 
ones, to our detriment. Itis to be hoped that the latter have ceased. 
Within that period, no bickerings have taken place—no local feuds and 
Jealousies sprang up, but a general spirit of conciliation and good will has 
pervaded. May it long continue so, and may your present session be 
characterized by a spirit of harmony and united concession, such as will 
redound to-your own honor and the welfare of our beloved Territory.

Sm:—In regard to the price of public printing in the Torritory 
of ‘Washington, as fully set forth in the letter of this office to you of Oct. 
2d, 1857: I have now to note and refer to your letter of Feb, 10th, 1858, 
to the Hon. Secretary of the ‘Freasury, trausmitting a Memorial of the 
Legislative Assembly addressed to him, which passed the House, January 
19th, and the Council January 20th, 1858, relative to the compensation 
of the Public Printer, maintaining therein that the prices heretofore al- 
lowed for the public printing be continued, for tho following reasons, viz: 


“The extreme high price of labor and material, and the small amonnt.of 
printing to be’ done.” i

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On the 24th day of April last, you was addressed on the subject, 
and was requested to procure from the Public Printer a table exhibiting 
the prices paid by him to workmen, anti for material for every description 
of work necessary to be performed or comprehended in the public printing 
of the Territory. 

The prices set in the said letter to you, of Oct. 2d, 1857, were as 
follows :

A letter addressed to the Secretary of the Treasury, dated at Olym- 
pia, July 5th, last, from Mr. Edward Farste, Public Printer, has been re~ 
ceived, which seems to be in reply to the letter to you of April 24th, 
giving a statement of the prices paid by him for labor and material em- 
ployed in executing the work of the ‘Assembly of 185%-8—the main 
items of which were: i 


“Composition, per 1000 ems..... seipanos E E 
“Press work, per token... 2.0.22... see eeeeeeee sees $1 25 
“Book paper, per ream....... E EE $8 50 to. $13 50 
“Pools cap..........- echoes aaa Seta $5 00 to $ 6 50” 


Two certificates of workmen accompanied his letter. 

The prices allowed to commence at the beginning of the session of 
1857-8 Were to be, for composition, per 1000 ems, $1 50; the same = 
press work per token, and paper from $5 to $8 per ream: 

By the showing of the Publie Printer, a profit of over fifty per cent. 
is made on the composition, which is thought to be remunerative, it being 
by far the heaviest portion of work to be done. . `, 

The prices paid by him for press work for the session of 1857-8 was 
certainly high, and let it be remarked, is the first instance where press 
work has been charged at higher rates than composition. It does not 
really require a practical printer to do press work, as for instance: in all 
large printing establishments where power presses are used, boys and girls 
are employed, when the type are set and fixed in forms for the press to 
be worked off. 

Per hand presses, any person with sufficient strength -and a little . 
practical skill can do press work. If pressmen are scarce in the Territory, 
end in consequence, command very high wages, the employer has the rem- 


* 
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edy to employ persons to-do such work by the week, and not by the 
piece, as also composition. f . 

As regards paper, it is always supposed a contractor (for any kind of 
work) will be able, as to means, to supply himself with all the material 
required at the lowest cash prices. It is not expected, however, that large 
profits are to be made on paper; loss, though, on the other hand, should 
not be sustained. 

Touching the reas6ngs given in the Memorial of the Assembly, only 
the prices “heretofore paid” should be continned—viz: “The extreme 
high price of labor and material, and the small amount of printing to be 
done;” it may be said: as regards the latter clause, that it is believed, 
without present special examination, the printing executed in Washington 
Yerritory, since its organization, will not-probably average less, up to the 
session of 1857-8, than from $5000 to $8000 for each year, if not more 
some years. 


Owing, mainly, to the large amount of printing done, a deficiency 
' appropriation was requested by yourself, and without going into detail, 
suffice it to say, was granted at the last session of Congress. 

After the fullest deliberation, I cannot but reiterate the prices set 
forth in the communication to you of October 2d, 1857, as therein and 
herewith fully explained. . 


You will please communicate the contents of this letter to the Leg- 
islature at its coming session, and also to Mr. Furste.

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T took charge of the library on the first day of February last, with- 
out, however, as is usual in such cases, having the library turned over in.a 
formal manner to me by the former incumbent. “Upon an examination of 
the books then in the library, and the catalogue made out by the first 
Librarian, I fonnd that several books were missing and no account given 
as to where they could be found. I informed my predecessor of this fact, 
and requested him upon several different occasions to-enter into an egami- 
nation of the catalogue, to ascertain if all the books belonging to the 
library were in their proper place or where they could be found, but failed - 
to get him to make such an examination. I then addressed a note to Mr. 
Mason, Secretary of the 'Ferritory, relative to this matter—a copy of 
which I herewith transmit: to which I received a verbal reply that Mr. 
Crosbie, the former incumbent, had promised him (Mr, Mason) to: enter 
into such an examination, but which was never complied with.

Secretary of Washington Territory— 


Sm:—I would respectfully eall your attention to the fact, that as yet 
the former incumbent of the office of Territorial Librarian, Henry R. 
Crosbie, Esq., has not, as is customary in such cases, turned over to the 
undersigned the books, papers, maps, charts, &c., &e., belonging to the 
Territorial Library, in a formal manner, although I have repeatedly re- 
quested him soto do. I further state, that from the best information I 
can obtain and an examination of the catalogue to which he receipted to 
‘his predecessor, that there are several books belonging to the library _ 
missing, and no account given as to where they can be found. I also find 
that there are several persons charged with books taken from the library 
more than a year ago, and no mark made of their return. In view of the 
above facts, I would respectfully suggest that some action be taken by 
which the missing books can be found, if possible, and a proper under- 
standing of the condition of the library be determined.

The result of the foregoing notice, together with a close enquiry 
made to many persons, has been to regain most of the missing volumes; 
yet several very important books are missing, and I am totally unable to 
find their whereabouts. I herewith report the list of the missing volumes ` 
as far as at present determined. 


Asto the present condition of the library I have to say that all is 
well, with the above exception. ‘Luckily, none of the volumes composing 
a series of works (of which there are several) are missing, all being com- 
plete and in good condition. . 


The library presents a very fine assortment of miscellaneons reading 
matter; many of the books being from the first class authors, handsomely 
and substantially bound, with almost constantly fresh additions presented 
by the Congress of the United States, the various State Departments, 
and from the several States and societies of learning, which adds much to 
the value of the library. j . 

The Statutes of the various States and Territories, the Law Reports 
and State Reports, are not so complete as might be desired; yet a fair 
assortment is to be found, with the exception of the State Reports, of 
which there are but a few scraps or yolunies of series not, complete, from 
nearly every State, which renders what few there are of not much avail. 
It is hoped that this part of the library willbe filled up better during the 
present year. : 


I would also recommend that about one hundred volumes be added 
to the law branch of the library. 
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in conclusion, gentlemen, I shall express the hope that you will canse 

, 2 better inducement to be made to the Librarian for the proper manage- 
ment and care of the library than has heretofore been offered, As the 
meagre amouht allowed as salary will not justify any competent person to 
devote the time and attention which should be devoted, in order to keep 
the library in a proper and comprehensible condition. - The library is now 
worth, and has cost _séyeral thousand dollars, and every year becoming 
more valuable, which calls for a proper and judicious management, but if 
allowed to remain in the manner it has done for the past few years will 
soon become deranged and lost, which will render the whole of but little

Your communication of the 18th inst., came duly to hand. 


With regard to reporting on-the manner of how our mail operations 


are carried a I scarcely know where to commence, as it has been a series 
H- 
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of failures since it was first established and carried by the present con- 
tractors, T have reported to Mr. Thompson, (who was Postal Agent for 
Oregon ant Washington Territories,) and also to the Department at 
Washington; and in both cases failed to receive any notice of my commu- 
nications, * 

Our mails (a8 you are aware) are delivered at Ebey’s Landing, (tone 
miles front the office,) where the contractors consider it practicable toland 
them, and very frequently the steaurer passes down without even attempt- 
ing to land at all, which deprives us of our weekly mail, and on her return 
trip delivers two week’s mails; and oar return mails remain on the Island 
very often from two to three weeks, 


The mails, after being delivered on the Island, invariably remain in 
the hands of private individuals twenty-four hours before it’s delivered at 
this office. 

I would also call your attention to the fact that the mail is frequently 
delivered in bags without being locked; and last Sunday’s mail I received 
tied upina paper parcel, after being culled over by other parties——the 
post office being an after consideration. The mail has been delivered but 
twice according to contract since I have been in office. . 

“If anything can be done in this matter I trast it will be done speed- 
ily, and put a stop to such carelessness ‘and negligence, and have some 
stated time for the arrival and departure of our mails.

[REPLY OF MESSRS. HUNT & SCRANTON.]. ~ 


Mr. Cpairnwan:— 


A hearing having been accorded to the undersigned, mail contractors 
on Puget Sonnd, in relation to the matter contained in House Joint Reso, 
Tation No. 8, now referred to a committee of the Council, we would ea 
fally submit as follows: 


It is true that, by an act of Congress, approved March 3d, 1851, the 
Postmaster-General was directed to contract for the conveyance of the 
mails on Puget Sound—the service to be performed ina first class steamer, 


suitable for war purposes, and that the service was to commence on 
August Ist, 1857. 


It is alleged in the resolution that the contractors grossly violated the 
terms of-their contract in not placing upon the route a steamer of the first 
class, and suitable for war purposes. To this we have to say, that we 
placed upon the Sound a steamer thoroughly fitted in every regard for 
the security of the mails—well found and provided for the comfort and 
safety of what passengers she might carry, and fully capable of serving for 
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any ordinary purposes of war. The only objection made at the time of 
her arrival on the Sound, was—-she was too large for the business ôn these 
waters, her tonnage being nearly-600 tons. 

This steamer was coined in the service, giving almost universal 
satisfaction to the people of the territory, until February, 1858, when a 
difficulty, wholly unexpeeted and consequently unproviđed for, took her 
from us for e time. = 


The existence of these facts’ would scarcely seem to justify the use of 
such strong language as that in the third clause of the resolution. : 

Again, itis alleged that the contractors are not the owners of a 
steamer, and have to rely principally on the charter of a steamer of an 
inferior class, &c. 


Neither the law nor the contract wader it, requires that contractors 
should own 2 steamer, We have the right therefore to depend on charter 
altogether for the performance of the service—but the allegation is not 
trae as to the ownership of a steamer, and we rely principally upon the 
commodious steamer first placed upon the ronte—which again carried the 
mail from May, 1858, to the present time, except two short periods she 
was laid up to repair accidental damages, 


The statement that the contractors depend principally upon a steamer 
of an inferior class, loses much of the force it seemingly carries upon its 
face. It should ba taken into consideration that a steamer of the size of 
the óne now employed in the mail service; is an expensive piece of property, 
and few parties could afford the investment of more than one to carry out ' 
& contract, the compensation for the whole term of which would. not pay 
the cost of two, one being sufficient under ordinary oientiatannes to fal- 
fll the terms of such contract. 


It is well known to the committee that difficulties exist with regard 
to the repair or replacing of machinery in the event of accident. - We ata 
unprovided on the Sound with a foundry or machine’ shop at which any 
important piece of machinery could be cast or made, We must therefore 
depend on San Francisco for what we may require. Owing to the short 
time between the arrival and departure-of the mail steamers, both here 
and ati San Francisco, an order requires four weeks for its fulfillment, and 
that delay is almost ynavoidable. . 

Accidents te steamers on the Sound are aslikely to occuras those on 
` other inland waters, and the difficulties and delays in repairing them, exist 
here as we have stated. During all the delays arising from these causes, 


the best means of supplying the as of the steamer Isid up hare been. 
resorted to. 
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The largest steam zessel on, the Sound, viz: the “Resolute,” 132 tons 
register, has been employed, and five hundred dollars per week paid Mr. 
G. A. Meiggs, her owner, for her use. This sum exceeds the mail pay, 
The person in charge of the ‘Santa Cruz” was applied to while on the 
Sound, but declined, as the vessel was under charter to him, which expired 
at San Francisco on the 17th of the present month. When the “ Reso- 
Iute” was out of order, a still smaller steamer, the “Ranger,” and the 
only other one’ on the Sound, was employed. She failing, even canoes 
and boats were resorted to. 

To obviate these difficulties which a short experience had shown us 
existed, another steamer was projected and is now in course of construc- 
tion; her machinery, of the most approved pattern, and manufacture, has 
been purchased; she will be perfectly appointed in ‘all her parts. A. very 
large sum of money has already been expended on her. Parties, citizens 
and long resident of the Territory, entirely identified with its success, are 
deeply interested pecaniarily with the contractors, and the successful and 
early completion of this steamer is assured. 

Another cause of complaint alleged in the resolution, and we think 
the principal one, is: “That the mail is not delivered at Penn’s Cove as 
contemplated by said act of Congress.” i 

For the information of the committee we will state: that at the 
signing of the contract it was distinctly understood that we should not be 
obliged to land at. Penn’s Cove. . 

The position of the landing at Ebey’s was shown to the Department 
' on the Chart, and we agreed to carry it from thence to Coveland by a 
sworn mail carrier af our own expense. This we have done; the carrier 
is one of'the most respectable citizens of Island county, and occupying an 
honorable trust under the Federal Government. He has, we believe, 
performed the service faithfully, and has received his pay for more than 
fifteen months. 

Both the Postal Agents, viz: Mr. Thompson and Mr. Norris, visited 
the whole ronte and examined into this very complaint, and both officially . 
stated to us we were not required to go with the steamer to Penn’s Cove, 
as it was not the intention of the Department that one section of the 
Ferritory should be served as they might deem it to their interests, when 
such service would work s delay or injury to all the rest. 

The contractors are not aware of any instance in which the residents 
around the Coveland office have been unable to connect with the Califor- 
nia steamer; if such be the case, we should not be made to suffer, as our 
- contract says nothing.of such a connection. The San Francisco mail ser- 
vice not having been in existence when onr contract was signed. 
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We have the quarterly receipts of Mr. Crannay, the Postmaster’ at 
Coveland, from the commencement of the contract to Oct. Ist, 1858, in 
which it is stated we have complied with its terms except in landing the 
mails at “Eibey’s” instead of Penn’s Cove—a copy of the last quarterly 
receipt will be found annexed. 


+ In the report of the committee of the House are but three letters 
from Postmasters annexed; there are eleven Post Offices and Postmasters 
„on the Sound; of the three from whom the letters come, one is Mr. Cran- 
ney, a copy of whose quarterly receipt is annexed; another is Major Van 
Bokkelen at Port Townsend, who does not even allude to our contract or 
service—his letter referring entirely to the P. M. S. S. Co., and we should 
not be held accountable for their failures; the third from Mr. Warren, 
Postmaster at Semiahmoo, a place unknown to us at the time of signing 
the contract, and one for which, as opr contract stands, we cannot be held 
accountable for failures of service. 


In view of all these facts stated, the remoteness of this region from 
the long’ settled portions of the country; the impossibility of making any 
important repairs in machinery in the Territory in case of accident; the 
energy and outlay on the part of the contractors and their associates in 
carrying the nmil at an expense of often more than fall contract pay; the 
heavy expenditure already incurred, to remedy all defects, and to facilitate 
the carriage of the mails and the transportation of passengers in future— 
it is ardently hoped and trusted that your honorable body will not deenr 
it just or equitable to all parties concerned that the resolution now before 
you should go on to the- Department, to embarrass the contractors, and 
divert their energies and attention from the accomplishment of a work 
projected and already in a stage of successful progress, and for the com- 
pletioa of which they have struggled long and labored hard. Ps

The following is a letter from Mr, B. J. Madison, of New Donginess, 
W. T., to Hon. S. D. Howe, Representative of Island county, and reply ` 
thereto by Messrs, Hant & Scranton: 


New Dunernsss, W. T, 
December 30, 1858. } 
Mr. Howr—Drar Sm: 

Your letter of the 13th last, addressed to Postmaster, was left with 
me at the light-house. We have no postmaster, so I take the liberty of 
reading your letter and answering the request, 

We have very just canse of complaining of the irregularity, and also 
ofthe manner. I give below the days on which the steamer has touched 
at New Dunginess High Station, which is three miles from the post-office: 

The Constitution brought the mails from the first time, May 30th, 
1858, June Sth aud 9th; July 5th and 18th; Augast (Resolute) 24th 
and 30th; September (Constitution) 6th, 18th, 20th and 28th; October 
12th and 18th; November (th; Desember 4th; (Resolute, ) 26th. This 
list was handed me for your information by the light keeper, Capt, Boling, 
at this station, 

We wish the steamer or contractors to leave the mails at the post 
offiee.* But this would canse them some delay. We would be better 
served than we are at present if the contractors would huve some one 
ashore whose daty it might be to take off our mail to the steamer and 
bring ashore that brought down. 

For farther particulars, I will refer yon to Mr. Cline, who has been 
doing the duties of Deputy Postmaster.

The letter of Mr. B. J, Madison, from New Dunginess, was handed 
us by the chairman of your committee after the foregoing was written. 
With regard to it, we have only. to say the suggestion contained in it was 
never made us before, and we suppose » all persons at Dunginess conceded 
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the light-house was the only pin at which a mail steamer could land the 
mail, as our contract does not oblige us to go more than ane-quarter of a; 
mile inland to any post-office. 


The list of arrivals and departures from Capt. Bolitts, are as far as 
his knowledge extends; but the “ Constitution” was landing ‘and receiv_ 
ing mail matter at Dunginess while he was in charge of the brig Wili- 
mantic. The order for the landing of the mails at Dunginess is 2 compar- 
atively late one froin thé department, althongh we have continued to land 
them since first coming on the Sound, There is no postmaster, and pri- 
vate citizens frequently bring to and carry from Port-Townsend the mail 
matter for Dunginess, leaving us nothing’ to do there.

To the Hon, the Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Wubiagtos— 


(GENTLEMEN :— 

In compliance with-the act defining the- duties of Territorial Auditor, 
I herewith respectfully submit my report for the last fiscal year, ending 
December 31st, 1858. However, it must-be understood that heretofore 


there has been no particular time set for the close of each fiscal year, and 


I have adopted the last day in the calendar as being the most appro- 
priate—which will give, perhaps, & better understanding of the condition 
of the territorial revenne at the commencement of each new year. 

The Auditor of last year, 1857, ended the fiscal year, Dec. 13th; at 
which time, according to his report, there was a balance in the territorial

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Bat it must be remembered that all the counties have not as yet 
made full returns for any year; which reduces the actual amount paid into 
the treasury each year, very considerably, 

It is almost impossible for me to say ‘what will be the expenses of the 
next year, as most of the expenses heretofore incurred have been subject 
to circumstances; some of which might again arise, but not probable, 
Taking the past years’ expenses as a precedent, tha liabilities of the terrl- 
tory for the next year, will probably reach $1,500. ; 

Under the fourth division of the section specifying the subjects upon 
swhich I am required to report, much might be suid relative to the general 
accounts of the territory, but I presume that you are already aware of 
many of the facts connected therewith, as my predecessors have each 
reported somewhat lengthily upon most of them, I will, however, in con- 
nection with the recommendetiois made by them, respectfully call your 
attention to à few facts relative to the returns of a copy of the assessment 
soll of each county to this office, and the manner of payment of the terri- 
torial revenue collected by each county into the territorial treasury. ~ 

Sections 11 and 12 of the “Act to provide for the assessing and col 
Jection of county and territorial revenue,” provides that, “ within thirty 
days after the assessment roll of any county has been examined, corrected, 
and approved by the Board of County Commissioners, the County Auditor 
shall transmit to the Territorial Auditor a certified copy thereof, under 
seal of the board.” : 

“ Section 12. It shall be the daty of the ‘Territorial Auditor, on 
xeceiving such copies of the assessment roll, to estimate the amount of tax 
to bë collected ineach county for territorial purposes; and make a state- 
ment thereof, and carefully preserve the same in his office; and he shall 
also deliver & ‘certified ‘copy of such statement to the Territorial Treasurer, 
who shall record the same in a book kept for that purpose, and the Terri 
torial Treasurer shall also charge the respective counties with the amount 
of tax so ascertained to be raised in each.” 

By this it will be seen that each county is charged with the whole 
amount of tax due the territory, as shown by the Assessors returns, Yet 
it very seldom happens that the tax collecter is successful in collecting all 
the tax assessed, I presume that in nearly every county the collector 
makes a return of delinquent tax payers from whom itis impossible to 
collect the tax charged against them—but a copy of this delinquent list 
has never been returned to the Territorial Auditor, in order that he may 
give the county credit for the amount bf territorial tax charged against 
her; but, which has never been and cannot be collected. As shown by 
statement “O” accompanying this, it will be seen that every county in the 
territory isin arrears with the territory, several of which amonnts to con- 
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siderable sams; and yet I have no doubt that aearly, if not quite, all of 
the territorial revenue collected has been paid into {he treasury by said 
counties. There is no law requiring a copy of each delinquent list to be 
filed sith the Territorial Auditor, by which the fall amount ‘of reyenue 
belonging to the territory can ha meee to have wen collected i in 
such comity. : 


Another fact-connected with this E is, that the law ae to 
assessing, &e., provides that the tax collector is empowered to assess’ as 
well as collect, in all cases where the assessor has éyerlooked or neglected. 
I presume that a considerable amount of revenue has been assessed and 
collected in this manner, after the return of the assessor, A return of 
this amount hay never been made to tho Territorial Auditor, and for 
which there is no law making it.a duty soto do. ‘In ‘consequence of this 
want of knowledge on the part pf the Territorial Auditor, it is impossible 
for him to make his accounts balance with each county. In one or two 
instances, a county has s credit.of more money paid into the territorial 
treasury as territorial revenue for a particular ‘year, than the county is ` 
charged with for that year. “This arises from the fact that the collector 
has assessed und collected revenue from persons overlooked by theassesor. 
I would therefore recommend -that the law be so amended that at certain 
stated periods a settlement should be made by each county with the terri- 
tory, at which time the delinquent list tan ‘he presented and placed to the 
credit of the county, and that whew the. collector makes his returns. to; the 
Board of Commissioners of revenue assessed-and collected by him, that a 
statement of the amount so collected be filed with the Territorial Auditor 
in order that the county may be charged therewith. 


T would also call your attention’ to the duty of each County 'Treasu- 
zer, found in section 27 of the act referred to above, relative to the hold- 
ing and transmission of the territorial. revenue collected in his county, tò 
the territorial freasury. Said section provides that, “the Comity Treasu- 
rer shall hold pill the moneys collected as territorial.fax on the first day 
of September, January and Juné, spbject to the orders of the Territérial 
Treasurer,” &. Now it appears from this that if the Territorial Trenu- 
rer should make a demand for the amount of territorial revenue in “his 
hands on the days above stated, the County Treasurer is bound to forward 
the same without delay. It must be remembered that the means for the 
transportation of money from one part of the territoty to another is-com- 
paratively limited; it seldom happens that the Couuty Treasurer can find 
a safe and certain means’ of conveyance; consequently, if compelled to 
transmit without delay, is liable to great risk which the Treasurer is not 
Willing to undergo. I would recommend that this duty should-be more 
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specifically defined and a way provided to relieve the Treasurers of each 
county who cannot trananit promptly on the days specified, from the lia- 
bilities incurred by s failure so te do. 

It will be seen by reference to statement “C,” herewith annexed, 
that several of the counties have failed to make proper returns to this 
office, or in other. words, the Auditors have failed to transmit a certified 
copy: of each year's assessment roll, ay required by law. I presume that 
in most of these instances there hag been no assessment returns filed with 
the county auditors, and no assessor to make such returns—and in fact 
no regular county organization, or business transacted .as contemplated by 
the law. Soon after I took charge of this office, I addressed a note to 
each and all of the county auditor’s in the territory inquiring into this 
matter—urging the necessity of a more prompt and speedy action on the 
part of the people of these connties which had failed to make a proper 
report, and gave a statement of the amount of charges on the books of 
this office against each. I have received an answer from most of the audi- 
tors—a copy of one or two will be fonnd in statement “C.” I confess I 
am at æ loss to know what to do in some of the instances, as no county 
officer can be found upon whom the responsibility rests; consequently no 
action can be brought by which to enforce a compliance with the law. 
This difficulty I leaye for the wisdom of the Legislature to remedy—but 
hope that some action will be taken either to force a compliance as above 
or a repeal of the act organizing said counties. I am inclined to the 
opinion that the failyre or refasal to keep up an organizhtion arises froma 
desire ta escape taxation, which works injustice to other portions of the 
territory whose citizens have to bear the burthen of expenses. * 


The eighth elause of section 5th of the act defining the duties of terri. 
forial auditor, imposes the duty “to procure from the propper officers an 
abstract and description of all taxable lands within the territory not yet 
procured, and annually, hereafter, abstracts and descriptions of such lands 
as shall become taxable,” &c, F understand the “ proper-officers” referred 
to here are the assessors of each county; but as there is no taxable land 
within !the territory, according to my understanding, there has been no 
concise description fornished by any of the assessors. However, three or 
four of the counties ag shown by statistical report, have returned, in a to- 
tal, so many acres of taxable land without giving a concise deécription 
thereof. One county (Cowlitz) has stated the amount of improve- 
ments on the lands in said connty, and the value of the lands with the im- 
provements included together. ` 


It will also be perceived that the statistical report.of the territory is 
quite meagre. The object sought by the act of last Legislature, passed 
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January 30th, did not receive that attention which should Lave been 
given it, owing to the lateness of the act, not giving time for the blank 
rolls to reach all the counties before the asseasor. commenced his labors, 
anda proper understanding of the subject by the county auditors. It 
might be proper for me to state here, that I did not get possession of the 
papers belonging to this office until about the 10th or 15th of March, - 
and the time required to compile the blanks and have them printed, took 
till near the 1st of April before they were mailed for theit destination. Tt 
is hoped that another trial will prove more to the purpose, as the matter 
will be better understood generally. ` The ‘subject matter of the “ head- 
ings for statistics” is left entirely to the discretion of the territorial audi- 
tor; perhaps it would be well for the Legislature to state more specifically 
what these headings shall contain, ip-order to give better satisfaetion and 
obtain more. complete information. ` In connection, with this. subject, I 
would also recommend that the act defining the duties of county assessors 
in taking the census, be made ‘more complete—requiring him to fill up his 
census report as much as possible, in accordance with the blanks furnished, 
and some definite'sam allowed him for'said services.” ~ 


In conclusion, a few: words might be said iati to the pay allowed 
the territorial auditor for his services; but many words would not pay, 
as the pitiful sum allowed will not justify me in being. “gasy” on this 
subject. I would urge the necessity of- aŭ increase of pay to this office, 
unless the Legislature is desirous of having the office kept in the top of a 
“stove-pipe hat,” among a lot of“ bricks,” as (I was ‘about to say) has 
formerly been the case. In nearly every kind of business, men are 
prompted to act in accordance with the amount of pay they are to ) receive, 
and if we desire anything well done, we should offer sufficient inducement 
for prompt action, otherwise we cannot expect or even enforce such com- 
pliance. Unfortunately, but little, if any at all, of “honor” is attached 
to this office—consequently the inducement ‘to its“inéumbent must be in 
the shape of “ dollars,” which, if offered, will tend very materially to. in- 
crease the “honor.” The duties of this office are by no’ means insignifi- 
cant, and every year becoming more intricate. ‘Thousands of dollars, no 
doubt,-will each year be paid into and out of the territorial treasury,—a 
strict and comprehensible account of which has to be kept by the auditor, 
who should be a person well qualified for the office; 3, but such a person is 
not often to be found who is willing to undertake such 2 duty undef the 
present inducements.

Dear Sm:—Yours of the 12th June, has just been received, in which 
you inquired of me who were collectors, and how much revenue had been 
collected. I immediately, on receipt of your letter, called on Wm. M. 
Wilson, Sheriff, who is the only collector that has ever been for this coun- 
ty; he showed a receipt given by Isaac H. Bush, Treasurer, for the sum of 
twenty-seven dollars and some cents, the receipt did not show for what 

year it was collected, but it was dated June, 1856. 

Mr. Wilson thonght. it wes collected for the years 1854 and 1855, 
But I see recorded ip the Commissioner's book a warrant from George 
Griswold, who was commissioner and clerk pro tem. The warrant is re- 
corded as follows: Sheriff, Wm. M. Wilson, has this day, Dec. 30th, 
1855, received of me, George Griswold, acting as Auditor, a transcript 
of the assessment books, with a warrant to collect the same, amounting 
to five hundred and seventy-two dollars and twenty-two cents; it being for 
the years 1854 and 1855. , 

Immediztely on receipt of your first letter I sent a line to John W, 
Stevenson, Commissioner, (who had refused to serve, on account of the 
unwillingness of the people to assist.) I urged very strongly the neces- 
sity of giving the people another opportunity of am election, and, after a 
considerable consultation with a few: citizens of the place, he concluded to 
do so, 

T have also informed some of the citizens of this place of harip ve ree 
ceived two letters from you, -and of their purport. I am of the opinion 
that they will-consider the: disgraceful condition of our county affairs—- 
and for fear of being attached to Clarke county, will fill mig different offices 
négessäry for our reorganization. i 

A great many of the county papers were hurneđ by the Indiuns at 
thé massacre of the Cascades, on the 26th March, 1856; which leayes the 
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business in a bad situation. {But itis certain that assessments have been 
made for every year since our territorial organization, except for the yeay 
1857-58, and all of the assessments that have been made have been ac- 
cepted by the County Commissioners, and for: the want of energy:have 
aot been collected. Tt was my intention, on entéring npon the duties of 
my office, to thoroughly investigate. all..of-the business of the past, and. 
particularly the revenues, schools aitthrodds; but X have been so sitiated 
without a full:boa¥, that it- has- been impossible for me to ibis uae 
anything. 

I believe T.stated i in my other letter >that I- had onee called: ‘on the 
Governor, I, 1. .Srevens, to-fill the vacancies of the bogrd;, which he dig 
immediately, by.appointipg J.-H. Alexander and John W, Steyenson.— 
When Mr. Alexander refused to serve, after agreeing to serve hefore his’ 
appointment, I should thep again have-called-on the Governor to fillhis yar 

cancy, provided I could have found any competent Pens who would ge- 
cept of an appointment, , 

Wm. M. Wilson, states that he lost all af the papers helonging to his 
office as Collector, except the copnty orders and money that.he had col- 
lected, which he had in his coat pocket, end had his cont-on: the morning 
of the attack. 

I will give further information aliati our nxt t election, when I am in 
hopes that I shall he relieved, for the present state of affairs annoys me 
very much.

The county is also unprovided for in the way of books, stationery,

' ‘*Fhese were the causes which ‘excited i in the public tind that eager 
desira to grapple the Pacific States with links isel and which is soon to 
become a national passion. ` 

' ‘These States, resting ón that ocean which connects the bes ETA 
Continents of the Universé—Asia and America—must receive tribute 
from the west ly every bieézé-that blows—from J: agian, from Fausto, from 
‘Chins, and fron all parts of Asia. 


The present c commerce of the world will sink into insignificance i in 
comparison with that traffic which is to, be inaugurated by the labors of 
five hundred millions of the most industrious people of the earth, who 
are hereafter to be known dmong men. The very winds of Heaven, on the 
Pacific ocean, mark ont the course which this trade must take in its 
movement through the world; and the natural harbors and magnificent 
forests tell us that this coast must be, in fature times, the Queen of Com- 
merece. : 7 

When such facts as these present themselves to the mind of the 
American people, let me ask, is there any element of that restless deter- 
mined energy which. characterizes their nature to deter them from making 
the great preparations necessary for such events ? 

Did they hesitate. to establish a national road between the eastern 
and western States, when the interests of the country required it; and 
‘ere not the. difficulties of accomplishment at that time as great, ih con 
tection with that road, as any of the difficulties now existing on ‘any 
of the proposed Pacific routes ? i 

Have they ever permitted the most trying circumstances, or the most 
-adversé difficulties to weigh : a monient in the seale, when the honor, in- 
terest, and reputation of our common country was concerned ? 

It is this faith in the desire of our countrymen to see our national 
greatness increase, that convinces me the brilliant prospects of California, 
Oregon and Washington Territories, will be fully realized,—that the time 
is not far distant when the crowning work of steam will be “victoriously 
accomplished; when engines of. such size and. power will be so constructed 
as to- condense days into hours,. miles into inches;. and. when the passage 
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from one ocean to the other, on our own soil, will only. occupy from ope 
day of rest to another, 

I am in favor of multiplying the number of roads betwoen the: Mis- 
sissippi river and the Pacific States, and of opening railroads on each and 
all, when the location and interests warrants so doing. 

In connection with this subject, an important question must be an- 
swered: Who are to people the immense plains and arid wastes between 
the confines of Missimti’ and the Sierra Nevada mountains of Californa? 
Who are to build up the system of roads and railroads through that 
country we require? 

The American and the European leave behind them those wastes, 
and hurries to the fertile and well-watered shores of the Pacific. The 
destiny of the Indian is written in the setting sun. From whence then, 
are the people to come who will be willing and who can make a Barden 

of a desert? 


In the dispensation of Divine Providence, does it not appear that the 
great and powerfal nation now being established on this continent, was 
not to receive its origin or its destiny from any one of the races of men? 
But that each and all contributing their intellect, their energy, and 
` their labor, to the stupenduous work of omnipotent design, would uncon- 
scionsly create a fabric of such glorions and-transcendent structure, as 
to become a monument of His power and goodness. 


As Europe and Africa have built the railroads, dug the canals, and 
planted the fields to the east of the Mississippi, does it not seem but nat- 
ural that Asis, with her surplus population, should do the same for the 
country west of that river? Does it not appear that there exists but 
one people whose history and whose labors show that they are qualified 
for the duty of regenerating the Rocky mountains ?—a people who re- 
mained a mystery for thousands of years—whose number, patience, in- 
dustry and economy, have achieved the most remarkable deeds—where 
labor and privation weré required—and where quiet, inoffensive and 
peacefal habits became a necessity ?—a people who, to secure themselves 
from a warlike neighbor, built a wall, to intervene between them, of such 
dimensions, of such length, and over such mountains, plains and rivers, in 
one unbroken chain, as to claim for it a place among tlie wonders of the 
world ?—a people whose products and manufactures are segs: domesti- 
cated with us? I refer to the people of China. 

Let us commence then the railroads; let us encourage the’ Chinese 
to emigrate and build them; let them be organized in the interior, which 
assimilates to many parts of their own country; let steam” and lightning 
perform their proper labors, by removing mountains and - dispensing with 
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time, and we shall give a stimulus to commerce, energy and pi 
which the most enthusiastic mind cannot now picture.

In compliance with section 3rd of the act of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, passed January 5th, 1858, providing “For the erection of the public 
buildings at the seat of government of Washington Territory,” I have to 
state: That inasmuch as section 11 of the Act aforesaid provides that 
“no part of the money appropriated by Congress for the erection of said 
Capitol building shall be applied to that purpose, or to improving a site 
for the same, until the title of Washington Territory to at least ten acres 
of land, including that whereon the present Capitol stands, shall be pro- 
nounced valid by the Attorney General of the United States,” no action 
has been taken by the Board of Commissioners as to the erection of the 
building or the improvement of the grounds, and no expenditure of money 
has been made by the Acting Commissioner for two substantial reasons: 

Ist. Atthe advices from the Attorney General the title to the 
grounds had not been confirmed, owing to the fact that all the papers 
necessary to a full and final proof required by that officer, of the settle- 
ment of the original claimant, had not been sent forward. And, -- 

2d. In view of the above fact, no portion or part of the funds ap- 
propriated have as yet been made available for application to the work. 

As the lacking papers required by the Attorney General were 
transmitted on the 6th of November last, it is confidently expected that 
his decision will soon be received, the fands remitted to the Treasurer, 
and the Commissioners thereby be enabled to enter upon a vigorous pros- 
ecution of the work early the coming spring.
